It and Stocks Co-Related Dominated 
the

New Y"ik, May 2.— Union 
Pacific 
again furnished the sensation of the 
stock market W ednesday, 
and 
the 
m ovem ent of that stock and of stocks 
co-related with it in the sp ecu lation 
dominated the market practically all 
day. 
The stock showed a good gain 
at the opening and was firmly m ain­ 
tained all through the period of sharp 
reaction vrhen 
the 
enormous profit 
Liking had borne down prices after 
the opening. 
This reaction had be 
com e ve"y general when Union Pa­ 
cific began to advance by such strides 
and on such a succession of buying 
orders as was a surprise in even the 
current market. 
The general 
movem ent of prices 
was so erratic as to throw the specu­ 
lation into confusion, and operators 
refrained from taking action, leading 
to practically the first period of any­ 
thing approaching dullness for tho 
week. 
In the course of the afternoon 
Union Pacific renewed its advance in 
a much* more orderly and well sus­ 
tained manner than in the morning, 
and very notable buying of Northern 
Pacific supplem ented this m ovem ent. 
The 
g n a t 
speculative 
m ovem ent 
thereupon 
resumed full swing, the 
participants show ing undiminished in­ 
dustry in seeking out new points of 
strength arid bringing about a general 
resum ption of strength. 
Union Pa­ 
cific’s late advance carried it up to 
130. an extrem e rise of 13 points, and 
New York Central touched 169*4, a 
gain of 5*4- 
N orthw est gained 5*4 
on the day. 
The conditions precipitated by the 
Burlington deak especially when fol­ 
lowed by the Union Pacific operation, 
give a very lpgical basis for the sup­ 
position that rival railroad system s 
are in a m easure in an unprotected 
position unless they follow with sim i­ 
lar consolidations. 
The Pensylvania 
dividend was also a disappointm ent 
to the more ebullient class of specu­ 
lators. a i they had predicted 
with 
great confidence that it would be sup­ 
plemented by an extra dividend, but

The wax Insects arc made Into small 
packets of 20 or 30 galls, which are in­ 
closed in a leaf of the wood oil tree, 
fastened 
together 
with 
rice 
straw. 
’T hese packets are suspended close to 
the branches under which they hang. 
On emerging from the galls tile insects 
creep rapidly up the branches, to which 
they attach themselves and begin form­ 
ing a coating of wax that iii about 
three months attains a thickness of al­ 
most a quarter of an inch. 
The branches are then cut off’, aud 
after removing as much of the wax as 
possible by baud they are put in a kct-

These in­ 
sects are found iii brown pea shaped 
excrescences or galls attached to nu 
evergreen tree tailed the “Insect tree.” 
The galls are gathered in May anti car­ 
ried In headlong flight to Ute market 
towns by bearers, who travel at uigbt 
so that tho heat may not force the in­ 
sects to emerge during the Journey. 
They are then placed on the “wax 
tree,” which is a stump varying from 
3 to 12 feet in height, with numerous 
branches rising from the top, similar 
to tin* pollard willow. 
The wax Insects are made into small 
packets of 20 or 30 galls, which are In­ 
closed in a leaf of the wood oil tree, 
fastened 
together 
with 
idee 
straw. 
I bose packets art* susj ended close to 
the branches tinder which they hang. 
On emerging from the galls the insects 
creep rapidly up the brunches, to which 
they attach them selves and begin binn­ 
ing a coating of w ax that in about 
three months attains a thickness of al­ 
most a quarter of an Inch. 
The branches are then cut off. aud 
after removing as much of the wax as 
possible by hand they arc put In a ket­ 
tle of hot water, when the remaining 
wax floats on the surface and the in­ 
sects finish their term of usefulness by 
going to the bottom.
